TWENTY THREE RESCUED, 
AN APPALLING DISASTER 


Dawson, N. M., Oct. 23-That fire has broken out 


in the Stag Mine No 2 in which more than 280 
miners were entombed late yesterday by an ex- 
plosion was the report circulated here this morning 
but as yet mine officials refuse to discuss the re- 
port. Between 250 and 280 miners were still en- 
tombed at 9:30 o'clock today and it is feared that 
most of them may be dead. Twenty-three have been 
taken out alive and six bodies have been recovered.

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To The Citizens Of Portsmouth 


The candidate who would receive, at the hands of the people of the city, the most important and 


powerful office in their gift, should have no hesitatancy in informing them as to what are his views and 
what will be his purposes if elected. Therefore is this statement made to the voters of Portsmouth: 


Public business being essentially the same as private business I, therefore, believe that the officer 


owes to the public the same faithful and efficient service that the employee owes the employer who pays 
him a fair wage. 


You cannot succeed in business unless you and those whom you enlist to conduct it, carefully 


safeguard such through practice of rigid economy with the one purpose in mind, that of producing the 
best results. My view is that public business must be conducted in the same manner, with this vital 
difference: The office-holder should feel an added degree of responsibility for the reason that while in 
private business the owner or principal personally directs and controls those whom he employs, and can 
promptly, even immediately, discharge him who is negligent or inefficient, this is not the case with the 
heads of government, they are trusted implicitly and empowered practically without limit. They can 
conceal from their employer, the public, for the time being at least, and very often do, the real nature 
of their transactions as well as the extent of their operations and their conduct. 


More than that, being elected or appointed for specific terms, they cannot, as the law now gener- 


ally exists, except on criminal conviction of maladministration, be discharged for the period of their 
term. It is, therefore, clearly evident, that having the greater trust and responsibility, every officer 
should be the more keenly alive and active in discharging to the fullest and best extent his whole duty. 


This, I can say, is my earnest conviction as to office holding. The people of this city have twice 


helped to elect me to office. In office I have tried to give the best effort and service to the duties there- 
of, and to the extent of my understanding and ability have given the entire time required, not neglect- 
ing nor evading my work or responsibility, and conscientiously, at least, meeting every obligation to my 
people. How well this has been done, is for them, not me, to say. 


If the people of this city should again show me their favor by electing me Mayor, I pledge them the 


strictest adherence to the principles and the practices herein set forth. And insofar as in the power of 
the Mayor lies the administration shall be one of economy as against extravagance, efficiency as 
against incompetency, performance as against disappointment. A fair service and results for every 
dollar of the people's money entrusted to the administration shall be shown through expending such for 
services rendered the municipality, and employing no one, creating no jobs, to pay political debts. Thus 
producing a lower tax rate, working to the ultimate end of carrying into effect the wisest provision of 
assessing laws ever enacted, a one per-cent tax rate.
